’ Deny Britain Destroyed the Most.

Washington than America. 

United States scrapped $300,- 

000,000 worth of ships after the Wash- 

ihgton conference,” said Mr. Gibson 

today.

“This sum is represented in nine- 
teen ships under construction all em- 
bodying lessons learned during the war 
and commonly termed post-Jutland 
boats, their tonnage aggregating 531,- 
006 tons. The United States also 
scrapped thirteen old shipg amounting 
to 227,740 tons. | 

‘Great Britain has not scrapped a 
single ton of new ships. but did aban- 
don 98,000 tons of boats in blueprint. 
She junked nineteen obsolete ships 
which the war showed were worthless, 
amounting to 411,375 tons. ‘ 

“ Japan scrapped 11,000 tons of ships 
under construction, or about to be laid 
down and also 84,000 tons drafted in 
blueprints, and ten old ships, amount- 
tng to 159,828 tons. The total of this 
tonnage is a follows: United States, 32 
ships, 842,380 tons; Great Britain, 22 
ships, 447,750 tons; Japan, 16 ships, 
354,709 tons.”’ 

U. 8S. Cuts 120,909 Tons More. 


Other official figures obtained by THE 
TRIBUNE show that since the signing 
of the Washington accord on Feb. 6, 
1922, the United States has further de- 

eased its strength by sixteen shAips, 

ounting to 120,909 tons, whereas 
Great Britain has incre:used hers by 
thirty-seven ships, amounting to 265,- 
795 tons and Japan has augumented 
hers by 101 ships, amounting to 339,201 
tons. 

Despite their demands for further 
reductions in capital ships, the Brit- 

’ {sh delegation is not backward in stat- 
ing they have no intention of scrap- 
ping the Rodney and Nelson, which 

~ are completed, but which have not yet 
officially joined the fleet. 

They are the most formidable vessels 
afioat, with nine 16 inch guns forward 
of the bridge, capable of delivering 
a salvo of plunging fire dead ahead, 
showing only the bow as a target, and 
equipped with powerful secondary bat- 
teries aft for defense and anti-aircraft 
fire. They are also equipped with 
nine distinct fire controls and can 
keep on directing when eight of them 
are shot away. 


Shows Power of Small Submarines. 


Regarding submarine forces, the 
American experts point out that the 
German U-53 during the war crossed 
the. Atlantic to America and returned 
under her own power, without refuel- 
ing a distance of 6,000 miles, although 
only displaced by 750 tons, The point 
is being used against the Japanese 
proposal that submersibles under 700 
tons be unlimited, as being only coast 
defense ships. | 

The United States claims that with 
the lack of naval bases it requires sub- 
marines able to accompany the fleet 
in operations wherever it be sent. 

An English delegate told Tus Tr1s- 
UNE tonight: 

“We expected THe TRIBUNE to at- 
tack us bitterly on our proposals, but 
we are surprised that the New York 
Times and other New York newspa- 
pers, heretofore always very sympa- 
thetic towards the British viewpoint 
et should follow the same tac- 
tics.” 


TO DEMAND PARITY. 


Washington, D. C., June 26.—(Spe- 
cial.}J—The United States cannot and 
will not accept anything short of ab- 
solute parity with Great Britain on 
every class of auxiliary fighting ship. 

This was the brusque reply made 
in the highest authorative quarters to- 
day to the Geneva articles, signed by 
an anonymous “Admiral B.”, stating

Those who believe the operation of a 


one man newspaper is easy can take a 
lesson from “ Count” A. J. Gary, pub-

noted in the annual report of Samuel ! 


E. Erickson, clerk of the Superior 
court, made public yesterday. Divorce 
suits filed during the fiscal year just 
ended number 1,082 less than the total 
for the year previous. Decrees granted 
show a decrease of 548. 

Between June 27, 1926, and June 20, 
1927, 8,168 divorce suits were started 
in the Superior court as compared to 
9,250 for the 12 previous months. This 
does not include the litigation in the 
Circuit court, which also handles di- 
vorces, its annual report being made 
the first of the calender year. ; 

During the year covered by the re- 
port, there were 10,301 chancery and 
7,911 law cases filed. The year be- 
fore, there were 11,422 for chancery 
and 7,874 for law.

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PREFERS DEATH “WOMAN CHOOSES 
PRISON 


. Cassler Turns Down 
Offer of Clemency. 


Mrs. Catherine Cassler, 43 year old 
woman bootlegger of Hebron, Ind, 
chose death on the gallows rather 
than life imprisonment without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation yecterday when she 
was given the alternative by Judge 
Phillip L. Sullivan. The judge had 
been ahout to pass on her motion for 
a new trial made following the impo- 
sition of the death penalty on her by 
a jury, which convicted her for her 
part in the murder of William Lind- 
strom, 2114 West North avenue, a 
cabinetmaker,. who -was beaten to 
death on Dec. 6, 1926. 

The woman had listened without 
emotion to the judge pass life impris- 
onment sentences, with solitary con- 
finement on each anniversary of the 
crime, on Mrs. Lillian Fraser and Lo- 
ren Patrick, who had pleaded guilty 
and turned state’s evidence. Mrs. 
Fraser had left her husband to live 
with Lindstrom and Patrick was the 
handy man and alky runner for Mrs. 
Cassler. They killed Lindstrom for a 
$7,500 insurance policy. 


Willing to Change Judgment. 
“Now Mrs. Cassler the court is of 
tthe opinion that the jury was justified 
ir finding you guilty and imposing 
the extreme penalty, but in view of the 
sentence I have imposed on your two 
co-defendants, one of them the actual 
killer, if you care to plead guilty the 
judgment of this court will probably 
be different from that fixed by the 
jury,” said Judge Sullivan, one of the 
youthful members of the bench. 

With the peculiar expression, which 
resembles a smile, still on her lips, 
Mrs. Cassler- without hesitation turned 
to her attorney, W. W. Witty, and re- 
jected the offer. 

“Knowing the cgnsequences fully 
my client refuses to plead guilty,” the 
attorney announced 

“Very well,”” said the judge as \he

Slowly she folded her arms and 
turning’ to Mrs. Fraser, who will serve 
a life sentence, because she pleaded 
guilty, Mrs. Cassler said: 

“That is no life behind prison bars. 


Made Larger 


I would sooner die on the gallows than 
wea.”

Cassler. 

Attorney Daniel E. KeBly of Valpa- 
raiso, Ind., pleaded for a life sentence 
for Patrick on the ground that Mrs.

In June, 1852, 54 printers, probably 
all Chicago had then, met for the first 
time and elected the first officers of 
the first labor union in Chicago.

The members of this advisory com- 
mission are A. Lawrence Lowell, presi- 
dent of Harvard university; Robert 
Grant, who for twenty years was judge 
of the Boston Probate court, and Sam- 
vel Wesley Stratton, president of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 


who for many years was a professor at 
the University of Chicago and later 


Rarely has so much mystery at- 
tached to a crime committed in broad 
daylight with numerous witnesses at 
hand. At about 3 p. m. on April 15, 
1920, Frederick Parmenter, a paymas- 
ter, and Alessandro SBeradelli, his 
guard, were carrying two boxes con- 
taining $16.776 in cash from the main 
office of the Slater & Morrill Shoe 
Manufacturing company through the 
main street of South Braintree (30 
miles south of Boston) to the factory 
buijding where the employés were to 
be paid. 

Two men who had been seer loung- 
ing against a fence accosted the pay- 
master and his guard, seized the boxes 
and immediately began firing. Bera- 
delli was instantly killed and Parmen- 
ter fell mortally wounded. At this 
moment an automobile drew up at the 
scene, the murderers with the boxes 
of money leaped into the car, and it 
was driven rapidly away in the direc- 
tion of West Bridgewater after a few 


| scattering shots had been fired in the 


direction of a gathering crowd. The 
car was a Buick which two day later 
was found abandoned in some distant 
woods. Leading from this spot were 
the tracks of a smaller car, the police 
deducting from this circumstance that 
the bandits had adopted the common 
device of exchanging cars to elude 
pursuit. 

The history of the Buick, which was 
a stolen car, yielded no clew to the 
identity of the persons-who drove and 
abandoned it. The only clews at the 
scene of the murder were a “ pepper 
and salt” cloth cap dropped by one of 


bandits who at 
roll holdup at t place on Dec. 24, 
1919, but were frustrated. 

Witnesses of the Bridgewater at- 
tempt ag of the South Braintree crimes 
were of the opinion that the bandits 
were Italians or other foreigners. Chief 
Stewart at the time of the South Brain- 
tree murders had been sleuthing in the 
town of Cochesett fortrace of a car 
that might have been used in the 
Bridgewater attempt, the bandits hav- 
ing escaped toward Cochesett. His 
suspicion had fallen on a car owned 
by one Boda which was in Johnson's 
garage awaiting repdirs. Stewart in- 
structed Johnson to telephone the 
police when anyone should appear to 
claim the car.

The next day after the South Erain- 
tree murders, Stewart, at the instance 
of the federal department of justice 
which under the direction of Attorney 
General Palmer then was conductiling 
extensive raids on reds, called on 
Coaeci, an Italian living in Cochesett, 
to see why he had not appeared at a 
hearing on a warrant to deport him as 
a dangerous radical. He found Coacci 
packing a trunk in preparation for de- 
parture to Italy whither he sailed with- 
in a few days 

By this time Stewart suspected that 
the same gang was involved in@both 
the Bridgewater attempt and the South 
Braintree murders and when he learned 
that Boda, owner of the suspected car 
in Johnson’s garage, had been living

Boda and his friends saw her leave 
the garage, followed her partly to the 
neighbors, then returned, and after 
standing about for some minutes in ap- 
parent uncertainty, took their de- 
parture without the car. Boda and 
Orciani went away on a motorcycle. 
‘Orciani was arrested the next day but 
as he proved he was at work on the 
days of both the Bridgewater attempt 
and the South Braintree murders, he 
was released. Boda and 
never has been located. Sacco and Van- 


zetti were arrested on the street car on 
which they left Cochesett. 

Sacco was not at work on April 15, 
1920, nor was Vanzetti able to satis- 
fy the police that he had been ped- 
dling fish on that day, or on Dec. 24, 
1919, the day of the Bridgewater hold- 
up. Both men were found to be car- 
rying pistols when arrested. Under 
questioning by the police both led fre- 
quently as to their whereabouts on 
the dates,in question, their purposes 
in carrying firearms, their friends, 
and, in short, with reference to every 
material fact. This conduct confirmed 
the. police in their suspicions.

NAVAL LIMITATION AND 
OUR TRADE ROUTES. 


The United States at Geneva has been asking 
fer the extension of the 5-5-8 ratio to all sorts of 
auxiliary naval veesels, including cruisers, de- 
etreyers, and submarines. The British representa 
ttves “have resisted the American proposal. They 
bave said Great Britain is entitled to more auxil 
tartes than the Uuited States beczuse the British 
navy must protect the trade routes of the empire 
every sca. 

The use of the word “ protect” in reference to 


reality is “dominate.” There is little need for 
protecting most of the routes in time of peace that 
cannot be met by a 40 year old gunboat. Piracy is 
virtually extinct everywhere in the world except 
off the China coast and along our various rum 
rows. If we take our responsibilities in the Phil- 
ippines ecriously, even in. the eastern Pacific, 
Great Britain hag little need for other or greater 
naval armament than we have. 

The situation in war time is, of course, different. 
Then, ‘we are constantly reminded, Britain must 
be assured of unbroken communication with the 
world for food and raw materials. Some of the

The guarding of 
tmperia] communications in fact has meant an in- 
terference with neutral commerce whenever it 
euited British interests to interfere. This has 
worked a serious injury to American commerce in 
the past and may do #o again as long as the pro- 
tection of trade routes is allowed to remain a Brit- 
tsh monopoly. 
Our interest in foreign trade, while not yet so 
large as Britain's, is increasing far more rapidly. 
It is probable, if not certain, that before many 
years our foreign trade will exceed that of the 
British isles. The increase of our trade with for- 
eign countries is largely in manufactured goods, 
@ field in whtich our superiority to the British is 
only beginning to show iteelf. The trend is no 
where clearer than in the British dominions Brit- 
ish exports to Australia in 1924 were some $20,- 
000,000 lees than in 1923; in the same year Amer- 
foan exports to Australia increased $45,000,000, a 
jump of 40 per cent. As was stated in Secretary 
ef Commerce Hoover’s last report: 

“ Australia and New Zealand, English speaking 
countries with standards of living and geographic 
environment very similar to those of large sec- 
tions of the United States, find American products 
pecullarly adapted to their requirements. We sold 
to them last year goods to the value of nearly 
$200,000,000, representing not much less than $30 
per capita of their population. This figure is the 
more remarkable when it is borne in mind that 
eur own aggregate imports of al] classes of prod- 
ucts from the entire world amount to only about 
$35 per capita. Australia is our biggest market 
for automobile products. To it and to New Zea- 
land we sell great and rapidly increasing quanti- 
ties of all sorts of advanced mantbfactured goods. 
British South Africa is a country in many ways 
simidt. Our exports to it in the last fiscal year 
were 168 per cent greater than in 1921-22. 
“Gains in our sales of manufactured goods to 
Latin America, Oceania, Africa, and most coun- 
tries of Asia have taken place despite the growth 
tm their own manufacturing industries. The fear 


more backward countries in industry will check 
the growth of export trade of the more advanced 
industrial nations finds little support in the sta- 
tistics. Development of manufacturing industries 
im a country like Argentina or Australia goes hand 
in hand with development of agricultural and min- 
eral production and of transportation. All this de- 
velopment demands more machinery, more rails, 
more equipment generally, and these must be 
bought chiefly from the older industrial countries. 
More important, however, in assuring the perma- 
ment growth of demand for imports of manufac. 
tured articles is the fact that each advance in the 
@ficiency of local production raises the standards 
ving and the buying power of the people.

Without some of the raw materials 
which we draw from the outside world, our indus- 
trial system must stagnate. If not our lives, 
then our prosperity and our standard of living 
will be imperiled by cutting us off from the world. 
Britain's interest in protecting trade routes today 
is not much greater than ours, and we can antici- 
Pate the time when we shall be fully, as depend- 
ent on sea communications as are the British. 
Even now we are giving hostages to fortune in 
permitting any other nation to dominate our com- 
munications. ». 


NOW THEY’RE FINDING THE 
FARMERS’ POCKETBOOK. 


Downstate members of the house are being 
dragooned and cajoled into support of the bills in- 
tended to double Chicago's bonding power. The 
state constitution provides that the city may fncur 
an indebtedness up to 5 per cent of the valuation 
of property within it for purposes of taxation. The 
bills which have deadlocked the house are intended 
to double valuations and cut the tax rate in two, 
thereby increasing the bonding power but not tn- 
creasing taxes for the present, at least. : 

Downstate fought the proposal tn the belief that 
the temptation to issue more bonds could not be 
resisted in the rural districts and that before long 
the tax collections to meet the bonds would become 
oppressive. This objection has been met by a pro- 
vision to exempt downstate from the increase in 
the taxable valuation. Rural members who could 
not be dragooned into‘ support of the bills by the 


by the belief that the bill as amended could work 
no increase in their taxes. 

This hope, we believe, is fl-founded. The prod 
ability is that the bills, if enacted, will be found 
unconstitutional by the Supreme court of the state. 
They appear on thetr face to violate the constitu- 
tional provision for equa] taxation throughout the 
state. It is, indeed, not unlikely that the court will 
sustain the increased valuation throughout the 
state but will throw out only the provision which 
restricts the operation of the act to Chicagv. 
Downstate voters who have looked with equantm- 
ity upon the trading which has characterized the 
Small-Thompson management of the legislature are 
likely to discover that it can work harm to them 
as well as to the taxpayers of Chicago. They may 
have thought their foisting of the gas tax upon 
Chicago taxi riders and fiivver owners to bufld farm 
roads was a neat piece of business. We believe it 
more than likely that they will pay for their vic 
tory in higher taxes on their farms. 


DEFENDING 
THE CONSTITUTION. 


A new organization for the defense of the con- 
stitution has just been initiated in Washington. 
We welcome it as a sign and wish it well. The 
great defense of the constitution is in the schools 
and the press, the basic agencies of public opinion 
and political conviction. But their service is not 
so perfect that it cannot be improved and invig- 
orated by such special stimuli as groups of citt- 
zens may provide. The defect of many organiza- 
tions for propaganda is that they preach to the 
converted or after a first enthusiastic impulse 
become perfunctory organizations maintained by | 
@ languid membership whose theoretic convictions 
are expressed by an annual check for dues which 
pays the salary of a professional secretary. There 
is a good deal of this vicarious patriotism or civic 
spirit which, of course, has a certain vague value 
but doesn’t often become effective either in accom- 
plishing concrete political results or resisting tend- 
encies to which it is academically opposed. 

But there is a real need for organized resistance 
to the processes by which our constitutional sys- 
tem is being undermined and frittered away. 
These processes are not sinister tn intent. On the 
contrary, most of them are highly respectable and 
well intentioned. They usually are directed at 


seems like condoning or even supporting wrong. 
To the passionate moralist questions of method 
are likely to seem merely hypocrisy. covert de 
vices of the devil. Only a citizenship truly tndoo- 
trinated can be relied upon to stand for a general 
constitutional principle against an appeal for tm- 
mediate correction of a concrete evil by a plausi- 
ble resort to” legislation. 

Our generation of American citizenship is not 
indoctrinated and the result has been that some 
of the most important principles of the American 
system have been infringed. Centralization has 
gone farther than is wise. Local responsibility 
has been disregarded and local right overruled. 
The functions and responsibilities o* the central 
government have been multiplied to an inordinate 
degree. Statutes have been created beyond the 
possibility of equal and effective enforcement. 
Constitutional rights as old as Magna Charta have 
been endangered. The character of the fundamen- 
tal law has been violated. : 
_ All of this has been done in the name of reform 
and with little or no consideration for the great 
underlying principles which have been suffering. 
But the latter are our heritage. We are bartering 
{t for a meas of reforins many of which are falia- 
cious and none so important to the commonwealth 
as the principles they ignore. That thoughtful 
citizens are beginning to rebel against the pro- 
gressive deterioration of our constitutional system 
is encouraging. But the matin battle ts in the

Reliable statistics show that more young people 
are interested in religion today than ever before. 
Also they show the religion of the youth of today

Some one at the national council of Congrega- 
tional churches in Omaha said: “ Why don't those 
who talk about the decadence of youth sometimes 


The youth of today are scolded because of what 
they wear or what they don’t wear. Much is said 
about silk stockings, high héeled pumps, powder | 
puffs, vanity cases and bobbed hair. A wail goes 
up from many people regarding hip flasks, petting 
parties, and frivolity. If, we take all this at face 


Aré the young people really so bad, or is this 
badness in part in the minds of adults? Perhaps 
some of this disposition to complain of youth comes 
from the fact that we forget the shortcomings of 
our own youthful days and remember only how 
exemplary our conduct was. We tend also to be 
come set in our ways as adults and easily become 
impatient with youth, to whom change and variety 


| 


where the files could gather for protec- 
tion and in which they would smell the 


Adults in every age have found fault with youth. 
Take the familiar story of Bill. He came home 
‘from college. He “blew in.” He was wearing a 
loud suit, had a necktie that could be heard com- 
ing, had his hair pasted down and was hatless. 
His father looked him over and turned away with 
disgust, with the remark, “Bill, you make me 
tired, you look like a fool.” This didn’t disturb 
Bill much. Later an old neighbor, who had lived 
near when Bill’s father was a boy, came over to 
see Bill. They had a long talk. Finally he said, 
“ Bill, you’re looking fine. You look just like your 
fatMer did when he came home from college.” 
Bill said, *“ That’s just what father was telling 
me.” | 

‘In judging any group we must take into account 
‘the circumstances under which the group lives. 
Life was probably never more difficult for the rank 
and file of youth than it is today. No other age 
has given youth so much power. The automobile, 
the flying machine, the radio, and the music box 
are symptoms. When we were young, a fellow 
drove a horse when he went to call upon his girl. 
The hvurse could make five miles an hour and he 
was almost a member of the family. He didn't 
have to be driven even with one hand. What 
young fellow now calls upon a girl at five miles 
an hour? When he goes he rides in an instrument 
of death. Our youth have power of which the 
youth of a quarter of a century. ago never dreamed. 
The sex question has always created difficulties 
for young people. Whert we were young there were 
customs, restraints and amenities observed in the 
relationship of the sexes; there are few now. Then 
young people were reticent about the affairs of 
this relationship; now they publish them in every 
public place. Freedom like this often turns to 
license even in the lives of mature people. A visit 
to cabarets will indicate how completely many 
middle aged men are overplaying the sex game. 
The conditions of home and industrial life do 
not make idealistic li ' for the youth. A 
large number of our young people belong to fam- 
ilies of wealth, or of easy living. Many of them 
live in cities, so they have po set tasks to perform. 
They live in homes where the work is done by 
servants. They have, comparatively speaking, 
plenty of money to spend, so commercialized rec- 
reation of all sorts is at their command. In the 
slang phrase of the day, they are all dressed up 
and have no place to go unless it ts to a place of 
amusement. 

> 
If these young people find a thygd, tt must be in 
commercialized amusement, or inthe day’s work, 
the outlines of which have been set for them or 
else they must find it in law breaking. Formerly 
most of our people lived in the town or the coun- 
try and lived under pioneer conditions. Life was 
not a finished situation as it is now. The work of 
boys and girls furnished elements of adventure and 
danger. This is lacking in the lives of many of 
the young people of well-to-do families. 
The industrial conditions of youth today make 
the ideal life difficult. We lived at home with 
father and mother when we were young. We had 
a fine fellowship with the young people of the céun- 
try community. There was little or no commer- 
cialized amusement and little spending money. 
Now our young people go to the cities in droves; 
they work in factories and live tn hall bedrooms. 
The great city is a lonely place. If young people 
have companionship they must find it in dance 
halls, in church gatherings, or other social occa- 
sions where they begin as strangers. They speedily 
come to the height of their earning power, they 
work short hours and the world, the flesh, the 
devil, and the movies are on the street every eve- 
ning. We talk about four wheel brakes. Why? 
Because there is much power under the hood and 
much congestion on the road. That is the situation 
with the young people today... 
In spite of these conditions, often adverse to 
church loyalty, large numbers of young people 
gerve the church. They teach in the church 
school, they take charge of a multitude of organi- 
zations for boys and girls, they lead young people’s 
groups, they help with the church services and are 
members of its officiary. They are more than ever 
an integral part of the body of the church. 

As tha statistics quoted at the beginning state, 
they are found by thousands in summer confer- 
ences and training institutes, where they study the 
Bitie, methods of church work, Christian living, 
and world service. They are in the company of 
adult leaders who represent the best thought of the 
Christian world and they maintain this fellowship 
on a basis of mental and spiritual equality. They 
are taught to be thoroughly at home in God's 
universe. 
They gather in great student conferences and 
study how to make religion effective in every 
relationship of life. Those who find most fault 
with youth for its frivolity are the quickest to 
accuse groups of youth who .are trying to make 
the world better of being radicals. 
So they are and so was the Master whom they 
are trying to serve. They are direct in action; 
there is no hiatus tn their thinking between theory 
and practice. They hold that religion to be of any 
value must control their relationship to other races 
and must influence their international relation- 
ships. They believe in open covenants, openly 
arrived at; they like to use the phrase “ lay the 
cards face up on the table.” 
We do have large numbers of young people not 
interested in the church and who do not attend 
its services. We also have large numbers of 
Parents who are pagans and who paganize their 
children, but young people by and large have the

Chicago, June 17.—I really get a kick 
out of some of the complaints made by 
Filipino immigrants in this country in 
regard to being referred to as Negroes. 
They truly demonstrate the depth of in- 
gratitude. They seem to forget that a 
man of Negro descent discovered them 
as he circumnavigated the globe. They 
also forget that the nickels and pen- 
nies, of many Negro foreign missions 
helped to bring them out of a state of 
savagery and that in the years of 1898- 
"99 Negroes helped to relieve them of 
the Spanish lash. During the years of 
1899-1900 Negroes helped them to save 
themselves from the tyrannical rule of 
their own people. 

For three years I lived among Fiii- 
Pinos in their own land and I know that 
fish and rice are their principal food, 
but they also eat grasshoppers, June 
bugs, and dogs. Quite a few of them 
wear no clothes and only the advanced 
people wear shoes. Fully 60 per cent 
of the upper class wear no stockings. 
Most of the Filipino boys and girls that 
we see in this country are here on 


scholarships. 


Civilization is rapidly wending its way 
into those far off islands and they can 


truly boast of many brilliant men and 
women, of modern homes and buildings, 


schools, colleges, and universities, but 
they should never become incognizant 


of the fact that the Negro also has 


these and, instead of blushing with 
shame in being classed as a Negro, the 
Filipino boy should feel honored, for he 
is bloodbound to such men as Maj. Lov-

F’ox was booked on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct and inciting a riot, 
but was released on bail in time to

packed theater. Every Milwaukee 
newspaper had reporters and photog- 
raphers on hand, and we made the 
first page on Monday. The riot charge 
against Fox was dropped in court next 
day, but he was fined $25 on the dis- 
orderly charge. The theater gladly 
paid this; the manager figured he re- 
ceived a couple of thousand dollars’ 
worth of free advertising for the $25. 


BREAKING JAIL 


We had another odd experience at 
Troy, N. Y. I don’t believe Fox or 
any other “jail breaker” unlocked a 
cell door without a key, and it sur- 
prised me at first how readily wardens 
and jailers would enter into the scheme 


with us and allow Fox to use a key to} 


the cells. They usually had two—one 
locked in the jail or prison safe in case 
of emergency. That was the one Fox 
would work with.

The other order, when it at last 
broke not only its mountain barriers 
but its home connections, flowered in 
the American republic.

Their great enemy was the Iroquois 
of the Mohawk valley to the south,

Gen- 
eration after generation of the Second 
legion saw nothing but the British 
posts. France did not have long enough 
life on Norh America to rival this, but 
it had regular troop garrisons when 
the English colonials were depending 
on their own muskets. 

Story of Fort Chambly. 

Many of the seigneurs arose from 
the military ranks. Fort Chambly, of 
which a picture was shown in an earli- 
er article, was on the Chambly seig- 
neury at the rapids of the Richelieu 
river. Jaques de Chambly was a cap- 
tain in Carignan-Sallieres regiment and 
later was governor of Acadia and Mar- 
tinique and the Seigneur of Chambly. 
The fort was first built of wood in 
1665 and the anxious nights which the 
watchers spent at the water’s edge 
lest the Iroquois canoes come out of 
the dark had their cause. The raid- 
ers did come out of the night. They 
destroyed the fort. It was rebuilt of 
stone in 1711 and thus exists. Gen. 
Thomas, the American sent to relieve 
Arnold of command at Quebec, died in 
the retreat, and there is a memorial 
marker near the fort.

Montgomery’s Headquarters. 

The other old manor’ house of the 
French seigneurial system, shown in 
the illustration, is the Chateau de 
Ramezay in the heart of Montreal. 
This was the home of a great French 
family, and when Montgomery took 
the city before his march to Quebec 
and his death under its heights it was 
his headquarters. It is preserved now 
as a museum. , 

‘Benjamin Franklin was here for a 
while, living in the house and using — 
it as headquarters for his attempt by 
what we now know as propaganda, to 
win French Canada to the cause of 
the rebelling English colonies. 

It is related that he set up a ovrint- 
ing press to help him in this work. 
He was accompanied by other coiv- 
nial commissioners, Carroll of Carroll- 
ton and Samuel Chase. The French 
hesitated, but finally threw with the 
British, who in the Quebec act of 
1774 not only had guaranteed the Cana- 
dians their religion, their language and 
their customs, but extended the 
territory of Quebec to include what i> 
now the American midwest. 

Moreover, Puritan New England, 
now seeking a Roman Catholic alli- 
ance in New France, had greeted this 
act the year before as a compromise 
with the devil. Franklin, for all] his 
gifts of reason and persuasion, had no 
chance here. New France stood by 
old England, its conqueror, rather than 
risk a deal with the Yankee. : 

A rare old house is the Chateau de 
Ramezay, filled with records and relics, 
and the American visiting in Montreal 
should give it several hours the better 
to understand his own country.

Bernard et Cie have made this coat

With a coat like this the Parisienne 
would wear a black hat, and prefer- 
ably a hat made of one of the new 
straws, such as bakou, a straw that 
resembles bankok a little, but is sup- 
ple and of u rough weave.

AN'T I have a piece of my. 
birthday cake, mother?” 
“No, Bally.” 
“O, please mother. . - 
I'm hungry.” 

“No, Sally, you may not—you'l be 
sick if you eat any more—you had 
more than enough yesterday. That's 
very rich cake.” 

“O, mother, no I didn't... please 
let me.” 

“Now Sally, don’t ask me again. 
You —may— not—have—any — cake. 
Let that end it once and for all.” 

“O—I'm just going to have it.” | 

“Sally, I think it’s dreadful the 
way you tease. I don't see how you 
can do it. I shall simply put my foot 
down. This is going too far—you 
cannot have any cake today.” 

“] think you're mean, mother. I 
only want a little piece—just a nar- 
row slice—just this once, mother, 
please ... then I won’t ask for an 
more.” 

“Sally, I said no.” | 

“But mother, it’s only three o'clock 
—it won't take my appetite away for 
dinner. Please—then I'll go out and 
do all your errands.” | 

“Is it only three o’clock?—well, I 
guess you may—all right then, just a 
very -little piece, Sally.” | 

Sally gets the cake. | 

And every time Sally gets the cake, 
or the candy, or the money, or is al- 
lowed to stay up late, or achieves 
whatever else she wants. Sally wins 
out ewery time—ALMOST. 

And in that ALMOST lies the great 
mistake. The greatest mistake of all. 


At Least Be Consistent. 


It would be fairer to Sally if she 
were allowed to win out every single 
time through persistence. Then at 
least she’d know where she stood. 


But she doesn’t win out quite al- 
ways. Every once in a great while 
her mother or her father takes a firm 
stand about something and will not 
give in. When this time comes she 
may coax and tease and scream and 
kick—but it avails her nothing. And 
she may even get a hard spanking 
into the bargain. 

As a result she is bewildered—men- 
tally and emotionally, There is no 
logic about which things they will 
choose to hold out on. She doesn’t 
know what to expect. Yet just on 
the very good chance that things will 
nearly always break in her direction, 
she goes on resorting to every childish 
device to get her own way and to 
change what starts out to be—osten- 
sibly—the absolute no. 

Now such “goin’s on,” to use a 
folksy expression, aren't fair to the 
child. And they are certainly wearing 
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‘ 
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on the mother or father. What can 
be done about it? . 


In the first place, don't blame your 
child. I’ve heard mothers say after 
that kind of a session, ‘‘Why, I’m 
simply worn out when Sally acts up 
like that.” No child is to blame for 
trying to get what he wants. That's 
life for all of us—to struggle for What 
we desire. And if the babies didn’t 
start it early and keep it up with 
gusto, they wouldn’t stand much 
chance of getting what they want and 
need. 

The Yielding Yes. 

In the second place, before we reach 
the Absolute No, let’s pause a minute 
with the Yielding Yes.

Say “ Yes’’ to your child whenever 
it’s humanly possible to do it—what- 
ever his age or hers may be. There 
are in the natural course of events 
so many things-’that you—and life— 
have to refu3e him that it’s only decent 
to say ‘‘ Yes’’ whenever you possibly 
can. Haven't you ever noticed how 
often we say ‘‘' No” automatically and 
thoughtlessly to a reasonable request, 
when we could just as well have said 
“Yes'’? Many of us get to have a 
permanent—though entirely subcon- 
scious—feeling that children are: al- 
ways wanting something they can’t 
have, and so we habitually say ‘‘ No.” 
Then, alas! teo often we realize im- 
mediately how unfair we have been. 
And we find ourselves in a dilemma.

then answer and let that answer be

And before denying Jimmy a chance 
to study painting or sculpture as a 
life work, think it over well and study 
Jimmy and his character and his tem- 
perament as you never have before. 
Then make your decision, and when 
it is made let it be final. So much for 
the Absolute No. 

Now, then, of course no one is per- 
fect, and no matter how hard you 
may try, you'll make mistakes. There 
will be rare times when you'll say 
“No” and then realize that if you 
make that no absolute—if you enforce 
obedience of it—you'll be’doing an un- 
just or an unkind thing. When that 
happens, don’t hesitate to give your 
child the benefit of your mistake in- 
stead of making him pay the price 
of it. 
They'll Understand. 

You won't lose prestige with your 
children by doing that. Instead, you'll 
gain it. If you’re good friends with 
your children, whether it’s the little 
ones or the growing boys or girls, you 
can explain to them that you spoke 
too quickly and you've changed your 
mind. If at all other times you are 
consistently firm with them—“if at all 
other times your ‘‘*No” means no 
with them—then you can do the excep- 
tional thing like that and gain respect 
in their eyes and your own. It works. 
I know, because I’ve done it with my 
boy ever since he was a curly headed 
toddler. But keep- before you all the 
time that it must be the exceptional 
thing—the rare occurrence—to have 
this value to you and your children. 

So, if you've been lax up to now, 
turn over a new leaf. Think well be- 
for: you say ‘*No’’—then mean it. 
The children will soon learn. Even a 
little child senses very quickly the note 
of finality in a voice. You will find it 
a tremendous help to the children and 
incidentally to yourself when you learn 
to use fairly and intelligently the ab- 
solute no. |

In laying down its framework the 
oriole swings one loop after another 
and attaches them to the supporting 
twigs it has gelected. These loops must, 
of course, be of just the proper length 
or the bottom of the nest will be full 
of ridges. Then the bird begins run- 
ning the lines around the nest, cross- 
wise, diagonally. In the end its walls 
are as smooth, pliable, and sturdy as 
any man-made pocket.

PAINTING THE LILY 


Or, perhaps, it would be more 
accurate to say that there are 
four, possibly five, rigidly estab- 
lished patterns for as many differ- 
ent types of conventions. 


There is the trades convention; there 
is the welfare organization convention; 
there is the woman’s convention, and 
there are two or three others. And 
the gambling chances of any new color 
or shade in the mosaic that makes up 
the pattern for any one of these types 
is about the same as the gambling 
chance of “‘moon”’ not being paired 
with “June” in a popular song. 


Take the trades convention, whether 
it be for brick or shoes or stoves or 
hair nets. The pivot of the whole 
elaborate panorama is, quite legiti- 
maiely, a campaign for sales incre- 
ment. But the convention never lets 
it go at that. It hires a press agent, 
whose beguiling privilege it is to coat 
ever this nub of honest, business real- 
ity with a veneer of high sounding 
“service to the public” phrases. This 
spacious rhetoric, superimposed on 
sales statistics about bake ovens, is a 
close approximation of twaddle until 
the veneer begin to crack off and the 
bake oven, price mark and all, shines 
through. Then the rhetoric becomes 
supertwaddle. 

For instance, there was a mighty 
meeting of hairdressers in a nearby 
city not so many years ago. This 
meeting was supplemented by a gath- 
ering, two floors below, of cosmeti- 
cians, and further ramified by a long 
alley of exhibits of face powders and 
transformations, rouge, and lipstick. 


NO HAIR SPLITTING HERE 


The convention didn’t split hairs; it 
piled them up in quantities, all under 
the direction of the slogan, ‘‘ Fashion 
decrees long hair.”” The dictum thun- 
dered persistently that its echo 
ceased to be subtle. 

Not long, long hair. Mercy, no! That 
would be too simple. But short hair, 
plus an infinite variety of itinerant 
puffs and curls and braids. For every 
new puff purchased by a short haired 
woman who bought her own instead of 
growing her own caused another tinkle 
of the cash register. That was fair 
enough. since the hair goods manu- 
facturers aren't in business for a 
merely esthetic value. But in their 
geal to disguise the dollar and cent 
skeleton some of the dealers rattled 
its bones pitifully. 

One hair goods publicist went so 
far as to dress up a girl in an old fash- 
ioned taffeta frock, several feet shorter 
than a real old fashioned frock.

There were 80,000 French attached 
to au dying social and political order, 
and 1,300,000 or more English, Irish, 
Scotch, Dutch, German, and Huguenot 
French devoted to a new order. One 
was to pass away and yet endure to- 
day, speaking the language of that 
day, worshiping in the religion of that

The other order, when it at last 
broke not only its mountain barriers 
but its home connections, flowered in 
the American republic. 

The brilliant autumn leaf of feudal- 
ism went up the St. Lawrence. The 
acorn of democracy was carried into 
the James river and Cape Cod bay. 

Cardinal Richelieu planted feudalism 
in New France as in another fashion 
the Calverts tried to do in Marvland. 
Land was held in the name of the 
king. He was the proprietor. Under 
him as vassals were the Associates of 
the Company of One Hundred. They 
rendered fealty and homage. They 
granted the seigneuries to the lesser 
nobility, soldiers and settlers of good 


birth, as well as to some of the 
greater families of France, who 
would inhabit. the country, govern 


censitaries, tenants or habitants, -pro- 
tect them and maintain the feudal 
order of loyalty to state and church. 
The list of seigneurs contains many of 
the great names of New France, Cave- 
lier de La Salle, Seigneur of Catara- 
coni, Le Moyne de Longueuil, de St.

The Feudal Homage. 

“The | seigneurs paid homage yearly 
to the representative of the king in the 
Chateau St. Louis. They were re- 


quired to pay a rental, to preserve|. 


their oak trees, to refrain from fur 
trading, to clear the land for farming 
und to inform the crown of any mineral 
discoveries. From their tenants and 
feudal dependents they received yearly 
homage and a rental of one or two 
sous per acre, with a half bushel of 
oats. The inhabitant was obliged to 
grind his grain at the seigneur’s mill. 
He paid a tribute in fish and fowl, one 
fish in every eleven caught. Neither 
seigneur nor tenant was ever to have 
absolute ownership of the land. 


Two of the old seigneurial houses 
now existing are shown in these illus- 
trations. One is the manor house of 
one of the Jesuit seigneuries, that of 
Sillery, a few miles above Quebec. Be- 
tween it and the citadel is the road 
Wolfe found to the plains of Abraham, 
Abraham being Abraham Martin, a. 
Quebec pilot who had at one time been 
a large land owner, the plains being 
part of his holdings. The battlefield 
had ae patriarchal connotation, but 
there was nothing biblical about it.

Massé was a companion of Charles 
Lallemant and Jean de Brébeuf, the 
first of the Jesuit missionaries who 
came to New France in June, 1625, 
te establish the church and convert 
the savages. They found the Algon- 
quins along the St. Lawrence, partic- 
ularly the Hurons, susceptible to their 
teachings, prayers, and example, and 
their daring, devotior, self sacrifice 
and indifference to hazard and hard- 
ship,’ torture, and death, are perma- 
nent in the epic of American explor- 
ation and colonization. 


Their great enemy was the Iroquois 
of the Mohawk valley to the south, 
whom Champlain had made implacable 
by killing two of their chiefs when 
he went with a war party of St. Law- 
rence Indians in 1609 into and up the 
lake he gave his name.

Quebec, so tenacious of its old cus 
tcms, existed until 1854, when seign- 
eural tenure was abolished as & om 
litical reform. 


Two Jesuit Martyrs. 

Father Lellemant and Father Bré- 
beuf were take in a descent on the 
villages of St. Ignatius and St. Louis, 
the inhabitants of which were mas-: 
sacred. The two Jesuits were re-| 
served for the compliment of the most 
fiendish tortures the Iroquois imagin- 
ation could devise. Brébeuf was a 
man of large frame and great physical 
powers. Lallemant was frail, but it is 
a sufficient record for both that they 
won the entire admiration of thetr 
torturers before they died. 

These Iroquois raids persuaded the 
French to adopt a policy of stationing 
regular troops in the @untry, to live 
there and form a permanent military 
establishment. The English colonies 
were on their own, with their own mili-

posts. France did not have long enough 
life on Norh America to rival this, but 
it had regular troop garrisons when 
the English colonials were depending 
on their own muskets. 

Story of Fort Chambly. 

Many of the seigneurs arose from 
the military ranks. Fort Chambly, of 
which a picture was shown in an earli- 
er article, was'on the Chambly seig- 
meury at the rapids of the Richelieu 
river. Jaques de Chambly was a cap- 
tain in Carignan-Sallieres regiment and 
later was governor of Acadia and Mar- 
tinique and the Seigneur of Chambly. 
The fort was first built of wood in 
1665 and the anxious nights which the 
watchers spent at the water's edge 
lest the Iroquois canoes come out of 
the dark had their cause. The raid- 
ers did come out of the night. They 
destroyed the fort. It was rebuilt: of 
stone in 1711 and thus exists. 7en. 
Thomas, the American sent to relieve 
Arnold of command at Quebec, died in 
the retreat, and there is a memorial 
marker near the fort. 3

—Another of those steadily in- 
creasing America-to-Paris habits 
is that of wearing a coat, even 
jn sweltering midsummer. The Pa- 
risienne used to laugh at the girl friends 
over home because they were willing 
to suffer thus in the interests of chic, 
just as our Jong vamp slippers called 
forth a smile of sardonic amusemenyr. 

About three years ago, however, 
Madame Paris kicked off her stubby 
teed pumps for good, and eased her 
feet into the American inspired long 
and narrow vamp, for better or for 
worse, according to the natural shape 
of her feet. Now she has put on her 
coat, determined to stick it out all 
summer beneath its folds, heat or not. 
However, it is only the habit of coat 
wearing in dog days that Paris has 
adopted from us. 

The kind of coat worn is purely 
Parisian. It is entirely decorative, 
with an absolute minimum of weight 
and protective functions. Paris liked 
the way we looked in our summer 
wraps. There is a trimness and an 
air of being well groomed about the 
coat in any kind of weather, but she 
isn’t willing to suffer any more than 
is absolutely necessary to arrive at 
this result. |

The Six Mile Trot. 


The six mile trot, called the slow or 
school trot, unless one has hardened 
himself for it, or has mastered loin 
suppleness, is extremely uncomfort- 
able. The “rise at the trot” has been 
found to be less tiresome for both 
rider and horse. It is also called 
*“posting’’ at the trot. A simpie 
method of mastering it is as follows: 


|At the halt or walk, place the free 


hand, with extended, on the 
horses’s crest, half way between the 
top [poll]) of his head and his withers; 
the shoulders will be inclinci forward. 
If the stirrups are of proper l2ngth and 


be, the rider then closes his legs 
against the horse, to steady himself 
and to avoid placing all of his weight 
in his stirrups; he rises as he would 
rise from a high chair, leaving the 


experiment until he can remain bai- 
anced in this standing position without 
hand assistance. A ccmmon cause cf 
poor balance when rising at the trot 
is having the shoulders too far to the 
rear and the feet too far to theAront. 
The rider then lowers himself lightly 
into:the saddle without carrying his 
shoulders to the rear. This forward 
position of the upper body produces 
just enough urge to keep the horse “it 
the trot and favors better balance for 
the rider. This rising and lowering 
should be practiced as a rapid con- 
tinuous movement, and without the 
support of the hand on the crest. 

The rider should then urge the 
horse into the trot and allow himself 
to be raised by one upward movement 
of the horse [to the position he prac- 
ticed at the halt]; he, by the support of 
the stirrups, leaves the saddle so that 
as the horse again comes in contact 
with the ground the “ bump” can be 
avoided.. His weight is momentarily 
in the stirrups. Then, as the saddle 
rises, the buttocks meet it and: follow 
the downward movement, allowing the 
spine to bend’ a little to lessen the 
shocks, the next thrust of the same 
diagonal again rises him—and so on. 

Lessening the Bumps. — 

The rider thus avoids every other 
bump, instead of suffering every one 
should he sit in the saddle.

Posting at the T-of. 


Posting at the trot—rising on Ahé 
same diagonal—will produce a physi- 
cal condition of the horse that must 
be understood. The horse having but 
four legs, trots by leaping from one 
pair of diagonal legs to the other, it 
is obvious, therefore, as explafned 
above, that the rider will be posting 
on either the right or the left diag- 
onal] pair, commonly called the horse 
trotting on his right or left shoulder. 
The rider can easily determine the 
diagonal by glancing down at the 
horse’s shoulder point.- For example: 
If the point of the right shoulder 
seems to move forward as the rider 
rises and moves rearward as the rider 
lowers, the rider is posting on the 
right diagonal. There being only two 
diagonals, the reverse would be the 


left diagonal. ~ 


To post habitually on the same diag- 
onal will tn time cause an frregular- 
ity in gait; the horse becomes unhal- 
anced, overdeveloped on one side, right 
or left handed, so to speak; he will . 
advance one shoulder more than the 
other. Then at the gallop, which will 
be discussed later, he will lead out 
habitually with the overdeveloped 
shoulder. In which case we will find 
that we can utilize a fault to correct 
a fault, by posting upon the weaker 
shoulder until both are equally de-' 
veloped. 


How to Cusnes Diagonals. 

There are two methods of changitg 
diagonals: i. e., instead of rising, mo- 
mentarily sit the saddle, but rise-im- 
mediately on the next impulse. The 
alternative method is to remain 
pended in the stirrups for one impu 
and immediately lower on the next. 
With little practice this can be done 
without increasing or decreasing the 
gait. 

To keep the horse balanced one 
should have a simple rule for posting, 
such as leaving the stable, post dn 
the right diagonal; returning, post.gn 
the left.

“Yes’’? Many of us get to have a 
permanent—though entirely subcon- 
scious—feeling that children are al- 
ways wanting something they can’t 
have, and so we habitually say ‘‘ No.” 
Then, alas! too often we realize im- 
mediately how unfair we have been.

I know, because I’ve done it with my 
boy ever since he was a curly headed 
toddler. But keep before you all the 
time that it must be the exceptional 
thing—the rare occurrence—to have 
this value to you and your children. 
So, if you've been lax up to now, 
‘turn over a new leaf. Think well be- 
fore you say ‘“No’’—then mean it. 
The children will soon learn. Even a 
little child senses very quickly the note 
of finality in a voice. You will find it 
a tremendous help to the children and

T is the desire of every home-loving 
woman to have a house wherein 
comfort, good taste and effective 
ness are happily combined. The in- 

troduction of interesting fabrics, suit- 
ably adapted to the individual rooms of 
the house, goes a long way toward 
helping us to attain the end for which 
we strive. Never before have fabrics 
for drapery and upholstery purposes 
been so notably lovely. The present 
market offers a fascinating variety, a 
wide range of authentic designs for 
period rooms, in all sorts of beautiful 
colorings and dependable materials. 

It is a notable fact, too, that we no 

longer restrict ourselves to the use of 
one pattern only ina room. Monotony

The other order, when it at last 
broke not only its mountain barriers 
but its home connections, flowered in 
the American republic. 

The brilliant autumn leaf of feudal- 
ism went up the St. Lawrence. The 
acorn of democracy was carried into 
the James river and Cape Cod bay. 

Cardinal Richelieu planted feudalism 
in New France as in another fashion 
the Calverts tried to do in Marvland. 
Land was held in the name of the! 
king. -He was the proprietor. Under. 
him as vassals were the Associates of 
the Company of One Hundred. They 
rendered fealty and homage. They 
granted the seigneuries to the lesser 
nobility, soldiers and settlers of good 
birth, as well as ‘to some of the 
greater families of France, who 
would inhabit the country, govern 
censitaries, tenants or habitants, pro- 
tect them and maintain the feudal 
order of loyalty to state and church. 
The list of seigneurs contains many of 
the great names of New France, Cave- 
lier de La Salle, Seigneur of Catara- 
coni, Le Moyne de Longueuil, de 8&t.

_ The seigneurs paid homage yearly 
to the representative of the king in the 
Chateau S8t. Louis. They were re- 
quired to pay a rental, to preserve 
their oak trees, to refrain from fur 
trading, to clear the land for farming 
and to inform the crown of any mineral 
discoveries. From their tenants and 
feudal dependents they received yearly 
homage and a rental of one or two 
sous per acre, with a half bushel of 
oats. The inhabitant was obliged to 
grind his grain at the seigmeur’s mill. 
He paid a tribute in fish and fowl, one 
fish in every eleven caught. Neither 
seigneur nor tenant was ever to have 
absolute gwnership of the land. 

Two of the old seigneurial houses 
now existing are shewn in these illus- 
trations. One is the manor house of 
one of the Jesuit seigneuries, that of 
Sillery, a few miles above Quebec. Be- 
tween it and the citadel is the road 
Wolfe found to the plains of Abraham, 
Abraham being Abraham Martin, a 
Quebec pilot who had at one time been 
a large land owner, the plains being 
part of his holdings. The battlefield 
had a patriarchal connotation, but 
there was nothing biblical about it.

Father Lellemant and Father 
beuf were taken in a descent on the 
villages of St. Ignatius and St. Louis, 
the inhabitants of which were mas- 
sacred.

These Iroquois raids persuaded the 
French to adcpt a policy of stationing 
regular troops in the country, to live 
there and form a permanent military 
establishment.

The Friendly Algonquins. 

Massé was a companion of Charles 
Lallemant and Jean de Brébeuf, the 
first of the Jesuit missionaries who 
came tof New France in June, 1625, 
to establish the church and convert 
the savages. They found the Algon- 
quins along the St. Lawrence, partic- 
ularly the Hurons, susceptible to their 
teachings, prayers, and example, and 
their daring, devotior, self sacrifice 
and indifference to hazard and hard- 
ship, torture, and death, are perma- 
nent in the epic of American explor- 
ation and colonization. 

Their great enemy was the Iroquois 
of the Mohawk valley to the south, 
whom Champlain had made implacable 
by killing two of their chiefs when 
he went with a war party of St. Law- 
rence Indians in 1609 into and up the 
lake he gave his name.

He was accompanied by two other coiv- 
nial commissioners, Carroll of Carroll- 
ton and Samuel] Chase. The French, 
hesitated, but finally threw with the 
British, who in the Quebec act of 
1774 not only had gwaranteed the Cana- 
dians their religion, their language and 
their customs, but-had extended the 
territory of Quebec to inclide what i» 
now the American midwest.

FADS FIGURES 


What Is Considered 
Beautiful to One Race 
of People Is Thought 
Ugly by Another.

Set one of our modern, long 
limbed, slim fianked, flat breasted, boy- 
ish girls before a cannibal chief and 
hne’d have the head of his maitre de 
table chopped off for serving 
him spare ribs. Not an appetizing 
picture, but: just to illustrate as sen- 
sationally as we can the point that 
there are national and racial tastes in 
the matter of feminine fat and con- 
figuration. 

That the taste varies considerably 
among the different tribes of the earth 
we know. That the English and the 
American figures are the only ones ac- 
cepted without a fair quota of fatty 
tissue, perhaps we have not stopped to 
think about. Nor have we asked the 
reason why. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, one of the most 
active figures in the American Med- 
fecal association, in ‘‘The New Maed- 
fea] Follies’’ (Boni & Liveright), dis- 


cussing the craze for reduction, calls 
attention to these varied tastes in fe- . 


male configuration. 

The German and the Scandinavian 
types, he observes, prefer women com- 
fortably cushioned with body fat, tall.

When Stoutness Is a Virtue. 

Among oriental races obesity is noth- 
ing to be starved off unless one wants 
to risk her popularity. The Turkish 
predilection for women comfortably 
supplied at selected portions of the 
anatomy with cushions of adipose tis- 
sue is fully recognized. 

“Stratz, a German ethnologist,” 
says Dr. Fishbein, ‘‘has_ collected 
photographs of the typical women of 
all races. The measurements he re- 
cords show the hopelessness of at- 
tempting to bring all women to one 
standard of weight, height, anc body 
form.” 

In these great national differences 
Dr. Fishbein sees one of the dangers 
that lie in the fad for excessive lean- 
ness. 

“It must be remembered,’’ he says, 
“that the American woman is, after 
all, the end product of a mixture of 
races. The type, if predominantly 
Anglo-Saxon, is nevertheless subject 
to the modifying influence of Euro- 
pean stocks.”’ 

Women beset by the craze for thin- 
ness overlook a fact Dr. Fishbein 
{and likewise his brother medics of 
repute] deems essential in the pres- 


| ervation of health. 


“A certain distribution of fat be- 
Meath the skin is characteristic of 
the body of all women,” says Dr. 
Vishbein. ‘‘ This distribution obvious- 
ly represents the attempt of nature to 
provide for definite feminine func- 
tions.. Psychologists are convinced 
that if these prereqiisites of women 
are heedlessly ignored, serious disso- 
ciations of the personality may re- 
sult. Nevertheless, the craze for thin- 
ness has seized upon womankind like 
a new catchword, or the crossword 


puzzle.” 
Faddism of the Mob. 
Commenting upon the dangerous 
lengths to which this fad may be 
carried, the famous physician says: 
“There seems, indeed, to have

come upon the women of America a 
veritable craze for reduction which 
has passed the bounds of normal- 
ity and driven women and young girls 
to a type of self-mutilation impossible 
to explain on any other basis than 


the faddism of the mob. How is one 
to understand the voluntary regurgi- 
tation of food after eating, a system 
commonly used by growing girls in 
our large cities. The intensive smok- 
ing before me&ils to destroy appetite 
has become se habitual that men offer 
the cigaret case to their dinner part- 
ners immediately on. becoming seated 
at the table. Intricate devices for 
weight reduction form the center of 
establishments which thrive on the 
patronage of women.” 

Floundering about for a scientific 
exposition of this craze fcr slenderiza- 
tion, Dr. Fishbein admits that the only 
serious explanation offered is that this 
action represents an attempt of wom- 
en to adapt themselves to ready made 
garments offered in the shops and 
stores. 

A fad, the medical authority insists 
it is and, apparently, in his opinion, 
correlated in unreasonable faddism to 
the compression of the feet by Chinese 
women, the pressing of the head by the 
Flathead Indians of North America, 
the mutilation of the nostrils and the 
ears by the savages of Africa, and the 
overdevelopment of the breasts encour- 
aged by the Hottentots. 

All distortions and mutilations of 
the body are dangerous from the 
health point of view, but none of them 
is so serious from this aspect as is the 
craze for reduction, Dr. Fishbein be- 


lieves. 


Nature Doesn't Change. 

“The unchangeable requirements of 
nature which associate womanhood 
with childbirth cannot be gainsaid,” 
the physician continues. ‘* Adequate 
nutrition is absolutely essential to nor- 
mal childbirth, not only from the point 
of view of praper nourishment of the 
infant before birth, but also as it con- 
cerns the health of the mother pre- 
vious to and following birth.’’ 

The presence of excessive fat, Dr.

Fishbein confirms, is .a menace in 
this, as in all other physical condi- 
tions, but it should be emphasized that 
the present craze for reduction of the 
weight to a point involving the re- 
moval of even that fatty tissue which 


constitutes a normal reserve may lead 
to fatalities under certain conditions, 
he warns. The relationship of under- 
nutrition to anemia, tuberculosis, and 


other wasting diseases is as certainly ’ 


established as any factor in medicine. 

Whether styles are responsible for 
the ‘‘mutilated’”’ figure or the figure 
responsible for the styles is not the 
important issue. The tendency to un- 
derestimate the importance for women 
of retaining distinctly feminine traits 
is regrettable, Dr. Fishbein remarks. 

“After all,” he says, ‘‘the really 
beautiful is that which is healthful 
and efficient, or that which most 
closely approximates the work of na- 
ture. Yet the present craze for thin- 
ness is an attempt to modify the proc- 
esses of nature in a manner against 
which nature itself seems to revolt.” 

Supporting his theory of racial char- 
acteristics and heredity in relation to 
fat, Dr. Fishbein states that ‘‘ excess 
of fat is not due merely to excess of 
calories taken into the body over the 
amount used in work. - 

‘Every one knows that there are 
persons inordinately thin who eat tre- 
mendous amounts of food and who ex: 
ercise but little,’ he argues. ‘‘ There 
are likewise fat people who eat lightly 
and exercise much, but continue to be 
fat. It would be foolish to deny to 
any woman that she can starve her- 
self thin, or to tell the thin one that 
she cannot increase her weight by 


two persons of equal height, fed equal 
amounts of similar food, may differ 
enormously, due to internal] conditions 
associated with the disturbances of the 
glands of internal secretion, with the 
results of disease or with other unde- 
finable factors. In such instances, at- 
tempts to decrease the body weight by 
starvation, by exercise, by manipula-

There is a difference, a dif- 
ference as great as that which 
lies between a furniture house’s exhibi- 
tion rooms and an apartment lived in 
for years. 


piness in possessions of ali under one 
roof, not the taste and pleasures of 
one single dominating personality that 
characterizes the difference between a 
house and a home. There are other 
distinguishing characteristics between 
a housekeeper and a homemaker but 
for one broad, general rule the house- 
keeper may be determined as one who 
puts house before occupants and the 
homemaker puts happiness of the oc- 
cupants first. 

When we speak of house and home, 


' it may be an eighteen room house. 


| Into a large living place the same re- 


strictions on the personal comfort of 
the occupants may be enforced as in a 
tiny apartment, and likewise the same 
relaxation, the same individual con- 
sideration may be extended the small 
apartment dwellers as is consistent 
with a more spacious abode. We go 
on the assumption that a tiny apart- 
ment would house no more than two 
individuals, larger ones being adopted 
to provide for larger family needs. In 
‘each case happiness is attained 
through the medium of considering the 
‘rights of every family member under 
. the one roof. 


Individual Rights. 
Naturally, the rights in smaller 
places will have to conform somewhat 
to the limited space. Nevertheless, the 
home atmosphere may be created in 
that limited space by letting the in- 
dividual tastes rule where there is a 
desire for personal expression. 
The home, in other words, is a group 
possession. Or, as Mrs. Lillian M. Gil- 
breth so aptly describes it in “ The 
Home-Maker and Her Job”’ [D. Apple- 
ton @Coe.j: 
“The home belongs in most cases 
to a family—which means group own- 
ership, group responsibilities and group 
aims—if happiness is to de the result. 
We have not only the psychology of 
the total situation, but the demands 
of euch individual in the group, ad- 
justed to each other.” 

A home, as Mrs. Gilbreth describes 
it, is first, ‘‘a place in which we can 
express ourselves 18 we are not able 
to do in any other place:” ‘‘a place 
that is one’s own,’’ “my home,” “my 
room,” “my desk,” “my books.” The 
satisfaction that ownership gives, in 
other words, is the appreciated thing. 

There are wives who come to feel 
that the home primarily belongs to 
them, Mrs. Gilbreth comments. That 
to allow a man a workshop in it is a 
concession, that the amount of com- 
pany he wishes to entertain should be 
determined by the housewifes conven- 
ience rather than by his desire to share 
his most cherished possession; and that 
tolerating the small boy's collection 
of bird’s eggs, posiage stamps and 
rocks is another problem for her rather 
than a means of making him feel he 
really belongs to the home.

A living room 
table slightly in need of dusting, that 
dad can lay his pipe down on, a fin- 
ger-marred bookcase that Johnny can 
perch his toy boat upon, a nicked man- 
telpiece that sister’s clay model rests 
upon guarantees happier memories of 
home and mother than the forbidding- 
ly perfect furniture and equipment of 
the woman who makes housekeeping, 
only, her profession. ,

The Trot Is a Most 
Interesting Gait ; How 
to Ride It with Comfort 


N these installments, of which this 


is the seventh, tne rider has been

The trot is a most interesting gait 
and before explaining how it can be 
ridden with comfort .it incidentally 
may be interesting to note that be- 
catwe of a $25,000 wager between 
James R. Keene, a famous horse own- 
er, and Senator Leland Stanford at 
Palo Alto, Cal., as to whether or not 
a trotting horse ‘leaves the ground” 
during the course of the stride, motion 
pictures were invented in 1877 by 
John D. Isaacs, retired consulting en- 
gineer for the Southern Pacific com- 
pany.

The right fore and left hind together 
are called right diagonal pair; the 
left fore and right hind, the left diag- 
onal. The same means—natural aids, 
as previously described—are used to 
move the horse from the walk to the 
trot, just as from the halt to the walk; 
but instead of the four gentle up and 
down movements which characterize 
the walk, the rider finds that at the 
trot there are two rather violent up 
and down movements and that he 
ust, when not rising at the trot, 
eep his shoulders well to the rear 
and completely relax the loin to retain 
his seat in the saddle. - , 


The Six Mile Trot. 


The six mile trot, called the slow or 
school trot, unless one has hardened 
himself for it, of has mastered loin 
suppleness, is extremely uncomfort- 
able. The “rise at the trot” has been 
found to be less tiresome for both 
rider and horse. It is also called 
‘posting’ at the trot. simpie 
method of mastering it is as follows: 
At the halt or walk, place the free 
hand, with arm extended, on the 
horses's crest, half way between the 
top [poll] of his head and his withers; 
the shoulders will be inclin21 forward. 
If the stirrups are of proper l2ngth and 
the stirrup strap vertical, as it should 
be, the rider then closes his lezs 
against the horse, to steady himsels 
and to avoid placing all of his. weight 
in his stirrups; he rises as he would 
rise from a high chair, leaving the 
saddle about four inches. The lower 
leg should not move. 

The knee is the hinge. He should 
experiment until he can remain bal- 
anced in this standing position without 
hand assistance. A ccmmon cause cf 
poor balance when rising at the trot 
is having the shoulders too far to the 
rear and the feet too far to the front. 
The rider then lowers himself lightly 
into the saddle without carrying his 
shoulders to the rear. This forward 
position of the upper body produces 
just enough urge to keep the horse xt 
the trot and favors better balance for 
the rider. This rising and lowering. 
should be practiced as a rapid con- 
tinuous movement, and without the 
support of the hand on the crest. 

The rider should then urge the 
horse into the trot and allow himself 
te be raised by one upward movement 
of the horse |to the position he prac- 
ticed at the halt]; he, by the support of 
the stirrups, leaves the saddle so that 
as the horse again comes in contact 
with the ground the “ bump” can be 
avoided. His weight is momentarily 
in the stirrups. Then, as the saddle 
rises, the buttocks meet it and follow 
the downward movement, allowing the 
spine to bend a little to lessen ‘the 
shocks, the next thrust of the same 
diagonal again rises him—and so on. 

Lessening the Bumps. 

The rider thus avoids every other 
bump, instead of suffering every one 
should he sit in the saddle.

Posting at the Trot. 


Posting at the trot—-rising on the 
same diagonal—will produce a physi- 
cal condition of the horse that must 
be understood. The horse having but 
four legs, trots by leaping from one 
pair of diagonal legs to the other, it, 
is obvious, therefore, as explained 
above, that the rider will be posting 
on either the right or the left diag- 
onal pair, commonly called the horse 
trotting on his right or left shoulder. 
The rider can easily determine the 
diagonal by glancing down at the > 
horse’s shoulder ‘point. For example: 
If the point of the right shoulder . 
seems to move forward as the rider 
rises and moves rearward as the rider 
lowers, the rider is posting on the 
right diagonal. There being only two 
diagonals, the reverse would be the 
left diagonel. 

To post habitually on the same diag- 
onal will in time cause an irregular- 
ity in gait; the horse becomes unbal- 
anced, overdeveloped on one side, right 
or left handed, so to speak: he will

I 
only want a little plece—just a nar- 
row slice—just this once, mother, 
please ... then I won't ask for any 
more.” 

“Sally, I said no.” 

“ But mother, it's only three o'clock 
—it won't take my appetite away for 
dinner. Please—then I'll go out and 
do all your errands.” 

“Is it only three o’clock?—well, I 
guess you may—all right then, just a 
very little piece, Sally.” 

Sally gets the cake. . 

And every time Sally gets the cake, 
or the candy, or the money, or is al- 
lowed to stay up late, or achieves 
whatever clse she wants. Sally wins 
vut every time—ALMOST. 


And in that ALMOST lies the greaj 
ynistake. The greatest mistake of all. 


At Least Be Consistent. 


It would be fairer to Sally if she 
were allowed to win out every single 
time through persistence. Then at 
least she’d know where she stood. 

But she doesn’t win out quite al- 
ways. Evgry once in a great while 
her mother or her father takes a firm 


estand about something and will not 


give in. When this time comes she 
may coax and tease and scream and 
kick—but it avails her nothing. And 
she may even get a hard spanking 
into the bargain. | 
As a result she is bewildered—men- 
tally and emotionally. There is no 
logic about which things they will 
chooixe to hold out on. She doesn't 
know what to expect. Yet just on 
the very good chance that thifgs will 
nearly always break in her direction, 


she goes on resorting to every childish S&UStO, 


device to get her own way and to 
change what starts out to be—osten- 
sibly—the absolute no. 

Now such “goin's on,” to use a 
folksy expression, aren't fair to the 
child. And they are certainly wearing 


on the mother or father. What can 
be done about it? ~ 

In the first place, don't blame your 
child. I’ve heard mothers say after 
that kind of a session, ‘‘Why, I'm 
simply worn out when Sally acts up 
like that.” No child is to blame for 
trying to get what he wants. Thats 
life jor all of us—to étruggle for what 
we desire. And if the babies didn’t 
start it early and keep it up with 
they wouldn’t stand much 
chance of getting what they want and 
need. 

: The Yielding Yes. 

In the second place, before we reach 
the Absolute No, let’s pause a minute 
with the Yielding Yes. 


Say “ Yes’"’ to your.child whenever 
it's humanly possible to do it—what- 
ever his age or hers may be. There 
are in the natural course of events 
so many things that §ou—and life— 
have to refuse him that it’s only decent 
to say *‘ Yes’’ whenever you possibly 
can. Haven't you ever noticed how 
often we say ‘‘ No” automatically and 
thoughtlessly to a reasonable request, 
when we could just as well have said 
“Yes’’? Many of us get to have a 
permanent—though entirely subcon- 
scious—feeling that children are al- 
ways wanting something they can't 
have, and so we habitually say “ No.” 
Then, alas! too often we realize im- 
mediately how unfair we have been. 
And we find ourselves in a dilemma.

So think first: Is this thing that 
Sally or Jimmy wants going to hurt 
him or her—and by that I mean in any 
way—physically or mentally or spirit- 
ually?

“No” and then realize that if you 
make that no absolute—if you enforce 
obedience of it—you'll ba doing an un- 
just or an unkind thing. When that 
happens, don’t hesitate to give your 
child the benefit of your mistake tn- 
stead of making him pay the price 
of it. ‘ 


They'll Understand. 


You won't lose prestige ;with your 
children by doing that. Instead, you'll 
gain it. If you're good friends with 
your children, whether it’s the little 
ones or the growing boys or girls, you 
can explain to them that you spoke 
too quickly and you've changed your 
mind. If at all other times you are 
consistently firm with them—if at all 
ther times your ‘“‘No” means no 
ith them—then you can do the excep- 
tiona] thing like that and gain respect 
in their eyes and your.ewn. It works. 
I know, because I’ve done it with my 
boy ever since he was a curly headed 
toddler. But keep before you all the 
time that it must be the exceptional 
thing—the rare occurrence—to have 
this value to you and your children. 
So, if you've been lax up to now, 
turn over a new leaf. Think well be- 
fore you say ‘‘No’’—then mean it. 
The children will soon learn. Even a 
little child senses very quickly the note 
of finality in a voice. You will find it 
a tremendous help to the children and 
incidentally to yourself when you learn 
to use fairly and intelligently the ab-

Cardinal Richelieu planted feudalism 
in New France as in another fashion 
the Calverts tried to do in Marvliand. 
Land was held in the name of the 
king. He was the proprietor. Under 
him as vassals were the Associates of 
the Company of One Hundred. They 
rendered fealty and homage. They 
granted the seigneuries to the lesser 
nobility, soldiers and settlers of good 
birth, as well as to some of the 
greater families of France, who 
would inhabit the country, govern 
censitaries, tenants or habitants, pro- 
tect them and maintain the feudal 
order of. ‘loyalty to state and church. 
The list of seigneurs contains many of 
the great names of New France, Cave- 
lier de La Salle, Seigneur of Catara- 
coni, Le Moyne de Longueuil, de St. 


Ours, Louis Jollet. De Repentigny, | 


Sorel, eres, Contrecoeur, De Nor- 
Ramezay.

| The Feydal Homage. 
The seigneurs paid homage yearly 
to the representatfve of the king in the 
Chateau 8st. Louis. They ‘were re 
quired to pay a rental, to preserve 
their oak trees, to refrain from fur 
teading, to clear the land for farming 
and to inform the crown of any mineral 
discoveries. From their tenants and 
feudal dependents they received yearly 
homage and a rental of one or two 
sous per acre, with a half bushel of 


oats. The inhabitant was obliged to 


grind his grain at the seigneur’s mill. 


. «He paid a tribute in fish and fowl, one | 


fish in every eleven caught. Neither 
seigneur nor tenant was ever to have 
absolute ownership of the land. 

Two of the old seigneurial houses 
now existing are shown in these illus- 
trations. One is the manor house of 
one of the Jesuit seigneuries, that of 


Sillery, a few miles above Quebec. Be- 


tween it and the citadel is the road 
Wolfe found to the plains of Abraham, 
Abraham being Abraham Martin, a 


- Quebec pilot who had at one time been 


a large land owner, the plains being 
part of his holdings. The battlefield 
had a patriarchal connotation, but 
there was nothing biblical about ik. 

At the time of this writing it is 
possible to enter this. old unused 
manor, dated 1637, by applying for the 
key at a nearby French cottage. 


’ Across the road is the grave of Enne- 


mond Massé, S. J., one of the first 
Jesuit missionaries to New France. It 
was along this road that the audacious 
and high minded Montgomery went 
to his death in the’ American attacKx 
on the town and fortress of Quebec 
the last day of December, 1775. 
The Friendly Algonquins. 

Massé was a companion of Charles 
Lallemant and Jean de Brébeuf, the 
first of the Jesuit missionaries who 
came to New France in June, 1625, 
to establish the church and convert 
the savages. They found the Algon- 
quins along the St. Lawrence, partic- 
ularly the Hurons, susceptible to their 
teachings, prayers, and example, and 
their daring, devotion, self sacrifice 
and indifference to hazard and hardad- 
Ship, torture, and death, are perma- 


ation and colonization. 

Their great enemy was the Iroquois 
of' the Mohawk valley to the sou 
whom Champlain had made implacable 
by killing two of their chiefs when 
he went with a war party of St. Law- 
rence Indians in 1609 into and up the 
lake he gave his name. |

Two Jesuit Martyrs. J 

Father Lellemant and Father Bré- 
beuf were taken in a descent on the 
villages of St. Ignatius and St. Louis, 
the inhabitants of which were mas- 
sacred. The two Jesuits were re- 
served for the compliment of the most 
fiendish tortures the Iroquois imagin- 
ation could devise. Brébeuf was a 
man of large frame and great physical 
powers. La&allemant was frail, but it is 
a sufficient record for both that they 
won the entire admiration of their 
torturers before they died. 

These Iroquois raids persuaded the 
French to adopt a policy of stationing 
regular troops in the country, to live 
there and form a permanent military 
establishment. The English colonies 
were on their own, with their own mili- 
tia except when a war brought them 
British regulars for expeditions such 
as Braddock’s, Abercrombie's, Am- 
herst’s, etc. The French used the 
method by gpyhich the Romans main- 
tained military administration in Bri- 
tain. -The Carignan-Sallieres regtment, 
the first to be gtationed|in New France, 
was there as the Second legion was 
in Britain, to remain and be a part 
of the institutions of the country. Gen- 
eration after generation of the.Second 
legion saw nothing but the British 
posts. France did not have long enough 
life on Norh America to rival this, but 
it had regular troop garrisons when 
the English colonials were depending 
on their own muskets. 

Story of Fort Chambly. ., 

Many of the seigneurs arose from 
Fort Chambly, of 
which a picture was shown in an earll- 
er article, was on the Chambly seig- 
neury at the rapids of the Richelieu 
river. Jaques de Chambly was a cap- 
tain in Carignan-Sallieres regiment and 
later was governor of Acadia and Mar- 
tinique and the Seigneur of Chambly. 
The fort was first built of wood in 
1665 and the anxious nights which the 
watchers spent at the water’s edge 
lest the Iroquois canoes come out of 
the dark had their cause. The raid- 
ers did come out of the night. They 
destroyed the fort. It was rebuilt of 
stone in 1711 and thus exists. Gen. 
Thomas, the American sent to relieve 
Arnold of command at Quebec, died in 
the retreat, and there is a memorial 
marker near the fort. 

On the Vercheres seigneury, twenty- 
three miles below- Montreal, there is 
the heroic statue of a woman, a me 
morial to Mme.

The other old manor house of the 
French seigneurial system, shown in 
the illustration, is the Chateau de 
Ramezay in the heart of Montreal. 
This was the home of a great French 
family, and when Montgomery took 
the city before his march to Quebec 
and his death under its heights it was 
It is preserved now 
as a museum. 

Benjamin Franklin was here for a 
while, living in the house and using 
it as headquarters for his attempt by 
what we now know as propaganda, to 
win French Canada to the cause of 


‘the rebelling English colonies. 


It is related that he set up 4 print- 
ing press to help him in this work. 
He was accompanied by two other Goto- 
nial commissioners, Carroll of Carroll- 
ton and Samuel Chase. The French . 
hesitated, but finally threw with the 
British, who in the Quebec act of 
1774 not only had guaranteed the Cana- 
dians their religion, their language and 
their customs, but had extended the 
territory of Quebec to include what is 
now the American midwest. 

Moreover, Puritan New England, 
now seeking a Roman Catholic alli- 
ance in New France, had greeted this 
act the year before as a compromise 
with the devil. Franklin, for al] his 
gifts of reason and persuasion, hed no 
chance here. New France stood by 
old England, its conqueror, rather than 
risk a deal with the Yankee. 

A rare old house is the Chateau de 
Ramezay, filled with records and relics, 
and the American visiting in Mortreal 
should give it several hours the better 
to understand his own country.

Filoundering about for a scientific 
exposition of this craze for slenderiza- 
tion, Dr. Fishbein admits that the only 
serious explanation offered is that this 
action represents an attempt of wom- 
en to adapt themselves to ready made 
garments offered in the shops and 
stores. '

it is and, apparently, in his opinion, 
correlated in unreasonable faddism to 
the compression of the feet by Chinese 
women, the pressing of the head by the 
Flathead Indians of North America, 
the mutilation of the nostrils and the 
ears by the savages of Africa, and the 
overdevelopment of the breasts encour: 
aged by the Hottentots. 

All distortions and mttilations of 
the body are dangerous from the 
health point of view, but none of them 
is so serious from this aspect as is the 
craze for reduction, Dr. Fishbein be- 
lieves. 


Nature Doesn't Change. 


“The unchangeable requirements of 
nature which associate womanhood 
with childbirth cannot be gainsaid,” 
the physician continues. ‘° Adequate 
nutrition is absolutely essential to nor- 
mal childbirth, not only from the point 
of view of proper nourishment of the 
infant before birth, but also as it con- 
cer the health of the” mother pre- 
vious to and following birth.”

Fishbein confirms, is a menace in 


this, as in all other physical condl- 
tions, but it should be emphasized that

to fatalities under certain conditions, 


he warns. The relationship of under- 


nutrition to anemia, tuberculosis, and 
other wasting diseases is as certainly 
established as any factor in medicine. 
Whether styles are responsible for 
the ‘“‘ mutilated” figure or the figure 
responsible for the styles is not the 
important issue. The tendency to un- 
derestimate the importance for women 
of retaining distinctly feminine traits 
is regrettable, Dr. Fishbein remarks. 


“After all,” he says, ‘“‘the really 
beautiful ie that which is healthful 
and efficient, or that which mest 
closely approximates the work of na- 
ture. Yet the present craze for thin- 
ness is an attempt to modify the proc- 
esses of nature in a manner 
which nature itself seems to revolt.” 

Supporting his theory of racial char- 
acteristics and heredity in relation to 
at, Dr. Fishbein states that “ excess 
of fat is not due merely to excess of 
calories taken into the body over the 
amount used in work. 

“Every one knows that there are 
persons inordinately thin who eat tre- 
mendous amounts of food and who ex- 
ercise but little,”” he argues. “ There 
are likewise fat people who eat lightly 
and exercise much, but continue to be 
fat. It would be foolish to“deny to 
any woman that she can starve her- 
self thin, or to tell the thin one that 
she cannot increase her, weight by 
taking an excess of food. Nevertheless, 
two persons of equal height, fed equa! 
amounts of similar food, may differ 
enormously, due to internal conditions 
associated with the disturbances of the 
glands of internal secretion, with the 
results of disease or with other unde- 
finable factors. In such instances, at- 
tempts to decrease the body weight by 

starvation, by exercise, by manipulsa- 
tion, by drugs, or by any other well 
known methods are futile.”

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The Trot Is a Most 
Interesting Gait; How 
to Ride It with Comfort 
Is Explained Today | 

N these installments, of which this 


is the seventh, the rider hag been 
-@& prepared for the increased gaits 


that, whatever the circumstances, he 
must go with the horse, and shift his 
balance accordingly. This increased 
gait should therefore cause no appre 
hension. | 

The trot is a most intaresting gait 
and before explaining how it can be 
ridden with comfort :: incidentally 
‘may be interesting to note that be- 
cause of a $25,000 wager between 
James R. Keene, a famous horse own- 


Palo Alto, Cal., as to whether or not 
a trotting horse “leaves the ground” 
during the course of the stride, motion 
pictures were invented in 1877 by 
John D. Isaacs, retired consulting en- 
gineer for the Southern Pacific com- 
pany. Leland Stanford, believing the 
affirmative, won the bei. 

The horse springs from one diago- 
nally disposed pair of feet to the other. 
The right fore and left hind together 
are called right diagonal pair; the 
left fore and right hind, the left diag- 
onal, The same means—natural aids, 
as previously described—are used to 
move the horse from the walk to the 
trot, just as from the halt to the walk; 
but instead of the four centle up and 
down movements which characterize 
the walk, the rider finds that at the 
trot there are two rather violent up 
and down movements and that he 
must, when not rising at the trot, 
keep his shoulders well to the rear 
and completely relax the loin to retain 
his seat in the saddle. 

The Six Mile Trot. 

The six mile trot, called the slow or 
school trot, unless one has hardened 
himself for it, or has mastered loin 
suppleness, is extremely uncomfort- 
able. The “rise at the trot” has been 


found to be less tiresome for both) 


rider and horse. It is also called 
“posting’’ at the trot. A simpie 
method of mastering it is as follows: 
At the halt or walk, place the free 
hand, with arm extended, on the 
horses’s crest, half way between the 
top [poll] of his head and his withers; 
the shoulders will be inclinz1 forward. 
If the stirrups are of proper l2ngth and 
the stirrup strap vertical, as it should 
be, the rider then closes his legs 
against the horse, to steady himsc!f 
and to avoid placing all of his weight 
in his stirrups; he rises as he would 
rise from a high chair, leaving the 
saddle about four inches. The lower 
leg should not move.

hand assistance. A cc.mmon cause cf 
poor balance when rising at the trot 
is having the shoulders too far to the 
rear and the feet too far to the front. 


The rider then lowers himself lightly | 


into the saddle without carrying his 
shoulders to the rear. This forward 
position of the upper body produces 
just enough urge to keep the horse 1t 
the trot and favors better balance for 
the rider. This rising and lowering 
should be pra¢ticed as a rapid con- 
tinuous movement, and without the 
support of the hand on the crest, 

The rider should then urge the 
horse into the trot and allow himself 
te be raised by one upward movement 
of the horse [to the position he prac- 
ticed at the halt]; he, by the support of 
the stirrups, leaves the saddle so that 
as the horse again comes in contact 
with the ground the “bump” can be 
avoided. His weight is momentarily 
in the stirrups. Then, as the saddle 
rises, the buttocks meet it and follow 
the downward movement, allowing tho 
spine to bend¥a little to lessen the 
shocks, the next thrust of the sams 
diagonal again rises him—and so on.

Posting at the T-ot. 


Posting at the trot—rising on the 
same diagonal—will produce a physi- 
cal condition of the horse that must 
be understood. The horse having but 
four legs, trots by leaping from one 
pair of dlagonal legs to the other, it 
is obvious, therefore, as explained 
above, that the rider will be posting 
on either the right or the left diag- 
«nal pair, commonly called the horse 
trotting on his right or left shoulder. 
The rider can easily determine the 
diagonal by glancing down at the 
horse’s shoulder point. For example: 
If the point of the right shoulder 
seems to move forward as the rider 
rises and moves rearward as the rider 
lowers, the rider is posting on the 
right diagonal. There befig only two 
diagonals, the re would be the 
left diagonal. 

To post habitually on the same diag- 
ona] will in time cc-:se an irregular- 
ity in gait; the horse becomes unbalk- 
anced, overdeveloped on one side, right 
or left handed, so to speak; he will 
advance one shoulder more than the 
other. Then at the gallop, which will 
be .discuased later, he will lead out 
habitually with the overdeveloped 
shoulder. In which case we will find 
that we can utilize a fault to correct 
a fault, by posting upon the weaker 
shoulder until both are equally de 
veloped. 


How to Change Diagonals. 
There are two methods of changing 
diagonals: i. e., instead of rising, mo-

You won't lose prestige with your 
children by doing that. Instead, you'll 
gain it. If you're good friends with 
your children, whether it’s the little 
ones or the growing boys or girls, you 
can explain to them that you spoke 
too quickly and you've changed your 
mind. If at all other times you are 
consistently firm with them—if at all 
other times your ‘‘No” means no 
with them—then you can do the excep- 
tional thing like that and gain respect 
in their eyes and your own. It works. 
I know, because I’ve done it with my 
boy ever since he was a curly headed 
toddler. 
time that it must be the exceptional 
thing—the rare occurrence—to have 
this value to you and your children. 

So, if you’ve been lax up to now, 
turn over a new leaf. Think well be- 
fore you say 
The children will soon learn. Even a 
little child senses very quickly the note 
of finality in a voice. You will find it 
a tremendous help to the children and 
incidentally to yourself when you learn 
to use fairly and intelligently the ab- 
solute no.

No one wants to deny the charm of traveling behind horses 
under the right circumstances, but, just the same, a higher 
type of activity produces something that. moves one to 
wonder.

Sment that is found at Ravinia. It has evolved into some- 


thing so unbelievably fine, it is produced «0 smoothly, with 
such apparent ease, that we, who have nothing to do with it 
but sit in the pavilion and watch it unfold, are much too 
likely to take it for granted. We really ought to have some- 
thing with which to contrast it, to see something worse, once 
in‘awhile, so as to know how good it is. It might work out 
to Mr. Eckstein's interests, in the end, if occasionally he put 
08 a bad performance, of course not often enough to create 
discouragement in the minds of his patrons, but often enough 
to create a standard of comparison and contrast. As things 
look now, the only way that such a thing could happen this 
summer would be for a half dozen of his principal artists to 
fall down on the stage and break a few bones, but the idea 
has its poasibiliti¢s if it could be worked out with less phys- 
fea] distress.

T journalism in America chiefly suffers from to 
day is the lack of alert and’ competent professional 
criticism. The doctors, in their trade journals, are 
always criticizing one another sharply, and so are 


| the lawyers in theirs. As for the clergy, they devote a very 


large part of their energy to refuting and damning their 
brethren, and not a few of them do it on public stumps, with 
the laity invited. So, also, in the fine arts. It is impossible 
for an architect to get away with a botch without hearing 


from other architects, and it is impossible for a poet to print 


anything at all without tasting the clubs of other poets. 
Even dramatists, movie actors, chiropractors, statesmen and 
barbers criticize one another, and so keep themselves on 


| tiptoe. 


But not journalists, The organs of their craft—and there 
are journals for journalists, just as there are doctors for doc- 
tors—are all filed with mushy and feeble stuff, most of it in- 
distinguishable from the bilge emitted by Rotary and K!I- 
wanis. Reading them, one gathers the impression that every 
newspaper proprietor in the United States is a great public 
figure and every circulation manager a wizard. The editorial 
boys, it appears, never fall down on their jobs; they are not 
only geniuses but also heroes. Some time ago, having read 
all such journals assiduously for years, I stopped my sub- 
scriptions to them. I found that I preferred the clip sheet of 
the Methodist Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals. | 

Now and then, true enough, a Heywood Broun is exas- 
perated into telling the truth about the manhandling of a 
Snyder trial, or a Walter Lippman exposes the imbecility of 
the Russian “news’’ in a New York Times, or an Oswald 
Garrison Villard turns his horrible searchlight on a Boston 
Herald or a Washington Star, but it is surely not often. For 
the most part, the journalistic quacks and incompetents suf- 
fer no challenge whatever. Nine times out of ten, indeed, all 
they hear is praise—and most of it comes from the very 
trade journals that ought to deal with them realistically, if 
journalism among us is ever to take on any serious dignity. 

* 


At the moment it is in a low state, mainty due to the . 


decay of the old time reporter, the heart and soul of the 
American newspapers of the last generation. The current 
rush to get upon the streets with hot news, even at the cost 
of printing only half of it, has pretty well destroyed all his 
old qualities. He no longer writes what he has seen and 
heard; he telephones it to a remote and impersonal rewrite 
man. This rewrite man, not infrequently, is a_ fellew of 
considerable talent. He knows how to write quickly and 
clearly; he tries to be as accurate as possible. But it must 
be manifest that, hanging on his telephone, maybe miles 
away from the event he is describing, he is completely unable 
to get into his description any of the vividness of a thing 
actually seen. He does the best he can, but that best is to 
the reporting of a fairer era as a mummy is to a man. 

To be sure, a certain amount of the news is still written 
by reporters who have personally covered it, but that amount 
tends to diminish year by year. On some of the more “en- 
terprising ” afternoon papers it is probably already under a 
third of all the news printed, and even on the morning papers 
it is leas and less all the time. Obviousty, this dull business 
of talking into a telephone is not attractive to the sort of 
men who are likely to make good. reporters, Such men want 
to do the whole job; they want to see their own words in 
print. Doomed to handle only the raw materials of news, 
they quickly tire of journalism and depart for fairer fields. 

Some time ago the Hon. Will H. Hays was saying that he 
knew of “726. former newspaper men occupying key posi- 
tions in the movies.” No doubt he meant as scenario writers, 
press agents and so on; not as actors. A good many, per- 
baps, had never been actual newspaper men, at least of any 
dignity, but among the rest there were probably some very 
good ones. The desertion of such good ones is steadily weak- 
ening the newspapers of the nation. They are not as well 
written as they were twenty-five years ago, and, considering 
the vastly augmented facilities at their disposal, they do not 
cover the news as diligently and accurately. 

x 


It ts, professiona: incompetence that chiefty afls 
them today, and not the corruption that liberals and other 
such chasers of ghosts view with alarm. I am quite familiar 
with the inner organization of journalism in America today, 
and I know of few offices in which that corruption is a reality. 
The papers of the land, when they are bad, are not bad be- 
cause their proprietors, taking the word from Wall street, 
order them to be so, but because their staffs are incompetent 
to make them any better. What did Wall street have to do 
with the grotesque manhandling of the Miami hurricane— 
one of the worst pieces of reporting ever heard of? Or with 
the puerile slush cabled from Paris after the Lindbergh 
flight? And what has it to do with the bad English, the 
dulity and the militant Philistinism visible in nine 
American newspapers out of ten every day? : 

The fake news that pours in from such centers of con- 
troversy as Russia and China is not ordered by Wall street, 
nor even by the dull Babbitts who now own the majority of 
papers. It is ordered by managing editors who are profes 
sionally incompetent to get better—which is to say, by men 
who are unequal to the demands of their jobs. They know 


very well that news fakers swarm in such places, and it is 


their business to detect them and put them down. Some of 
them actually do it. But the rest swallow whatever comes 
in, and so the public is informed every Tuesday that the bol- 
sheviki are preparing to throw-up the sponge on the ensuing 


Saturday, and from Shanghai comes news of the complete 


defeat of the Nationalist army, and twenty-four hours before 
it marched triumphantly into the city. 

Of late every reflective American reader must have no 
ticed the inaccuracy and imbecility of most of the special cor- 
respondence issuing from Washington. In it all the frauds, 
high and low, who flourish in that town are treated with the 
utmost gravity, and their cheapest and most venal maneuvers 
are depicted as masterpieces of statecraft. Is this bilge or- 
dered by Wall street? I doubt it. Is it demanded by the cus- 
tomers of the papers that print it? Again I have a doubt. 
Far easier and more plausible is the explanation that the 
Washington correspondents write it willingly and in good 
faith—that they are too stupid to penetrate the fraudulencies 
by which they are surrounded. 

§ 


The correspondents of an earlier day were harder to fool. 


They treated the Washington scene intelligently and realisti- 
cally, and they produced a great deal of correspondence of a 
bigh order—stuff that was taken seriously in Washington, 
and greatly feared by the mountebanks and rogues of the 
town. There are a few Washington correspondents who still 
maintain that old standard. But there are not many, and 
they tend to diminish. The rest are simply bad reporters. 
They are not corrupt, and they are not the victims of corrup- 
tion; they are simply incompetent professionally, as a lawyer 
who knows no law is incompetent professionally. 

What is to be done about it I don’t know. As I have said, 
the workihg conditions that a reporter confronts today are 
Ifkely to be disagreeable to him in direct proportion to his 
fitness for his trade. The pull is against the enlightened self- 
interest of genuinely competent men, and so they are gradu- 
ally elbowed out—into press agentry, into business, into other 
professions. The reporter of more than local reputation is 
disappearing. There was a time when every considerable 
town housed two or three who were known in the creft all 
over the country, and often to the public as well. But there 
are not many left today. They disappear into safe and 
anonymous desk jobs and join Rotary, or they leave the trade 
al ther. 

“ey For the old time reporter of the better sort 
was not only a useful man in the best sense; he was also & 
very happy man. His work brought him an immense stim- 
ulation. It took him to good shows, and it offered him end- 
less chances for the most agreeable varieties of self-expres- 
sion. But today he tends to be a dispirited drudge toting the 
mimeographed pronunciamentos of press agents. Once he 
lived the news, and sometimes gloriously made it; now hes 
wheels it in cans. | |

A RECORD FIGURE 
FOR RADIC TALKS 


While it is known that several] offers , 
have been rhade to Charles A. Lind: | 
bergh, New York to Paris flyer, to’ 
talk over the radio, the exact nature . 
of these opportunities have not been . 
divulged. It is presumed that they. 
are being made by advertisers and, if. 
ao, ‘Lindbergh may have a chance to. 
establish some new altitude records in | 
the way of radio fees. 
Up to now the top notch figures for | 
individual attractions have been from ' 
$1,000 to $2,000 for a single studio 
appearance, and for only an hour's 
appearance. It wouldn't be surpris- 
ing, tf, in their eagerness to secure 
Lindbergh, that bidders might double 
or triple this figure. ; 
And at that Lindbergh, who is not 
known to be an especially loquacious 
talker, might not have to give up even 
an hour of his time. The fact is that 
a whole hour’s talk over the radio 
by even so great an attraction as Lind- 
bergh might prove a hazardous under- 
taking, inasmuch as the ideal talking 
period on the air is but fifteen minutes. 
That was all the time that Secre- 
tary Hoover took to give his first dra- 
matic description from Memphis of 
the Mississippi floods. Rear Admiral 
Bullard, chairman of the federal radio 
commission, availed himself of only 19 
minutes in addressing the fans on the 
country-wide hpokup recently, and: 
President Coolidge, during his Wash-: 
ington’s birthday address, his longest’ 
‘radio speech, spoke only for 40 min- 
utes. 
Lindbergh would unquestionably be 
paid as much in his first appearance if 
he spoke for fifteen minutes as he 
would if he spoke for an hour. If 
then he received from $2,000 to $3,000 
for this 15 minutes appeurance, he 
might establish the new high rate

Since common brick is such a popu- 
lar building material, it is well for 
every prospective owner of a brick 
house to understand a few of the tech- 
nical essentials which comprise good 
brick work. Not only is the quality 
of the matérial of first importance, 
but there are factors that must be 
considered. 

Take, for instance, the all important 
matter of wall strength. This natur- 
ally depends largely on the strength 
of the mortar joints and a good cement 
mortar should be employed. A plastic 
and workable mixture assists in get- 
ting good results. 

The mortar should not be ‘too thin: 
preferably the mortar bed should be 
flat and smooth. Joints should be 
thin, for if the mortar joints incline 
to over thickness, poor workmanship 
results. 

Brick should be thoroughly wet be 
fore it is laid unless the temperature 
is below freezing, and furring strips 
should be placed on the inside face of 
all outside walls .where there are to 
be finished rooms.

Care Should Be Used in 
Choosing Furniture.

The inner urge for a sun room, ef-

Asheville, N. C. is to be the scene

George E. McKinnis of Shawnee, 
Okla., president of the organization, 
states that local bodies represented in 
the convention have combined re- 
sources in excess of $6,250,000,000. In 
discussing the meeting Mr. McKinnis 
said: 

‘“‘Few people realize the magnitude 
of building and loan resources. Our 
institutions have on deposit one-third 
of the savings in all the financial] in- 
stitutions in the United States. Build- 
ing and loan associations during 1925 
helped finance 530,000 new homes, 
served 13,000,000 people, either as bor- 
rowers or depositors, and loaned ap- 
proximately $3,000,000,000 on first 
mortgage security on real estate.” 

Losses Are Light. 

Officiale of the organization state 
that building and loan losses through- 
out the country last year were practi- 
cally negligible; this despite the fact 
that individual institutions handled 
twice the total amount of their re- 
sources, or nearly $12,000,000,000. 

It is stated that there are 13,000 
building and loan companies, home- 
stead associations, and codperative 
banks in the country, and these are 
furnishing 75 per cent of all the money 
used in the financing of the nation’s | 
homes, |
